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CROP  PROSPECTS . 


FORECAST .OP  INDIA'S  COTTON  PRODUCTION,  I923-2U. 

India's  first  forecast  cf  cotton  production  for  1923-2^ 
indicates  an  increase  of  2  per  cent  on  an  acreage  10  per  cent 
greater  than  last  year,  according  %o  a  cable  received  on  Decem"ber 
20  from  the  Indian  Department  of  Statistics  e.t  Calcutta.  The 
forecast  is  for  ^-.^  111,000  liales  of  h'JS  pounds  net  compared  with 
^,016,000  "bales,  the  forecast  at  the  s.'^r'-e  date  last  year.  These 
forecasts  relate  to  area.s  so^^n  up  to  Doceiii"ber  1.     The  final  revised 
figure  for  last  year  was  U,3'4S,000  bales  of  k'JS  pounds  net. 

The  cotton  area  is  estiinated  a,t  21,8^5,000  acres,  accoarding 
to  the  cable,  co'nipared  v/ith  19,S't5,0C'0  acres  at  the  Svame  time  last 
year.     The  final  revised  figure  for  all  India  last  j^ear  v/aiS 
21,15^,000  acres. 


FALL  SOWINGS  FOR  I92U.. 

The  acreage  sown  to  fall  \«fheat  in  Poland  this  year  is 
estimated  st  2,538,000  acres  in  a  report  from  Cominercial  Attache 
Rogers  at  lairsaw.     This  compares  with  2,513»000  acres  last  year. 

In  Bulgaria  the  frea  is  estimated  ai,t  3 » 315.0^'-  s-cres  com- 
pared with  U,U&7,000  acres  last  year.     The  rer^ort  refers  to  the 
end  of  I'ovember  and  covers  ahnost  t.'e  entire  countr;'.     Dry  v/eather 
during  November  permitted  the  seeding  of  only  about  50  per  cent 
of  the  area  intended  to  be  seeded. 

Fall  77heat  acreage  in  the  United  States  is  about  12  per  cent 
less  than  last  year,  and  in  Canada  is  about  IQ  per  cent  less.  In 
the  United  States  the  area  is  Uo,  191,000  acres  r;on)par£d  with 
45,950,000  acres  last  fall.     In  Canada  it  is  7b(',200  acres  com.pared 
with  9-l-y>900  acres  Iti.st  year.

Fall  sown  rye  acreage  in  Poland  is  estiinated  at  11,513,000 
compared  with  ll.^Y^.C'OO  acres  last  year. 

In  the  United  States  the  area  sown  to  winter  rye  is  aDout 
15  per  cent  less  than  last  year.  U,377»000  acres  have  "been  sovm 
this  fall  compared  with  5 1 157.000  acres  last  fall. 


POLI  S?I  AgPJ C ' JLTUEE . . 

The  present  Polish  Eepuhlic  comprises  the  territory  of  the 
old  Russian  province  of  Congress  Poland,  Galicia  the  former  Prussian 
Poland,  Upper  Silesia  and  a  portion  of  the  Vilne.  territory  having 
lU6,821  sq,uare  miles  of  territory  and  a  total  population  of  a'bout 
27,000,000.     That  portion  of  Vilna  which  is  now  a  part  of  Poland 
was  in  dispute  v/ith  Lithuania  until  in  I922.     The  territory  suD-i. ^ 
raitted  to  the  plehisc ite was  composed  of  Silesia  and  the  smaller 
territories  01  Mozuri  and  Kv/idzyn  ha.vlng  a  total  population  of 
a'bout  3,000,000  people. 

The  changes  in  "boundaries  have  made  it  difficult  to  get 
agricultural  statistics  comparahle  over  a  series  of  years.  An 
attemipt  has  heen  made  to  determine  the  area  and  production  of  the 
cereal  crops,  potatoes  and  sugar  heets  for  the  pre-war  territory 
now  included  in  the  Polish  Repuolic.     The  data  are  preliminary 
estimates  however,  ard  are  subject  to  changes.     The  total  acreage 
sovm  to  these  crops  in  I923  was  within  nearly  3.000,000  acres  of  the 
pre-war  acreage  in  the  same  territory.     Wheat,  rye  and  harley  are 
still  somewhat  below  pre-war  acreage  "but  the  acreage  of  potatoes 
and  oats  is  close  to  pre-7/ar  figures. 

The  forecast  of  sugar  production  from  sugar  beets  l^rvested 
this  season  is  considerably  larger  than  the  production  for  any  year 
since  I916.     The  production  of  beets  this  season  is  estimated  at 
3>353»000  short  tons  harvested  from  an  acreage  considerably  below 
the  average  for  I909-I913. 

The  acreage  sown  to  fall  cereals  this  season  is  reported  to 
be  less  than  last  year  by  about  100,000  acres.    All  the  decrease, 
however,  is  in  barlej;-  acreage.     lITheat,  rye  and  oats  show  small 
increases.     Livestock  are  not  far  below  pre-war  numbers  in  the 
ca„se  of  horses,  cattle  and  hogs,  though  sheep  are  still  somewha.t 
below.

Although  Poland  is  no7/  producing  foodstuffs  in  excess  of  the 
domestic  needs  e:q)ort  restrictions  are  still  in  force  varying  in 
accordance  with  the  different  coriEiodities.     Hepoi'ts  indicate  that 
agricultural  prices  are  depressed,  perlmp^  artificially,  "bu-t  that 
territory  which  is  now  Poland  seems  to  he  approaching  its  pre-war 
position  in  agriculture. 

If  Poland  is  able  to  offset  the  influences  adversely  affect- 
ing the  curreiicy,  and  the  la'oor  situation  does  net  prove  too  dif- 
ficult agriculture  may  prosper.     Just  how  much  improvement  may  he 
effected  during  the  next  year  depends  in  a  large  meas-are,  upon  the 
financial  and  political  conditions  v/ithin  the  Repuolic. 

TEE  AGHAPJAl-I  POLICY  OP  FCUm, 

Mr.  Eitier  writing  on  the  French  Agricultural  Mission  to 
Poland  v/hich  was  organized  under  the  auspices  of  the  Franco-Polish 
Association  and  the  Society  of  Agriculturists  of  France  in  June 
1923  states  that  the  Polish  Agrarian  Policy  is  at  the  present 
time  prohahly  the  greatest  political  and  sccirl  prohlem  of  the 
young  Polish  Repuhlic. 

On  July  15,  1919  the  Polish  Diet  approved  unanimously  the 
agrarian  law  the  chief  author  of  which  was  Mr.  Vitos,  leader  of 
the  peasant  representation  and  to-day  president  of  th3  council. 
According  to  this  law  a  single  ovmer  can  own  only  lUS  acres  in  in^^-  U':- 
dustrial  or  s^iDurhan  zones,  Uh^  acres  elsewhere,  except  in  certain 
regions  of  Posen  and  in  some  of  the  eastern  parts  of  the  Hepuhlic 
where  the  ma.xiimim  amount  is  9^S  acres. 

'The  Polish  people  seem  to  understand  tliat  reforms  should 
not  oe  brought  about  too  hurriedly  as  they  are  likely  to  cause 
confusion  which  does  more  hann  than  good. 

The  large  estates  of  over  2^7  acres  occupy  at  the  present 
time  kk-k/j  per  cent  of  the  total  farm  area  in  Poland  and  35»150>756 
acres  out  of  a  total  of  72,931,622  acres  used  for  agricultural  pur- 
poses of  all  kinds.     The  foiests  are  in  the  hands  of  the  large  Irnd 
holders,  but  it  is  also  the  large  land  holders  who  furnish  the 
largest  production  of  rye  and  v/heat  for  the  consumption  of  tne  in- 
habitants of  cities  and  for  export;-  the  largest  quantities  of  su-gar, 
alcohol,   starch,  etc.     On  IsTge  estates  in  Poland  there  may  be 
found  s^j-ger  factories,  distilleries,  starch  factories,  potato  drying 
houses  and  places  for  the  proav-Ction  of  selected  seed. 

The  small  estates  and  farms,  on  the  contrary  furnish,  above 
all,     the  animal  products,  although  it  is  on  the  large  estates  th^t 
the  better  breeds  of  stock  are  found.

According  to  revised  figures,   the  total  net  exports  of  wheat,  in- 
cluding flour  from  the  United  States  for  the  5  months  ending  November  30, 
1923,  amo^oiited  to  7^1-, 000, 000  "bushels  as  compared  with  121,000,009  bushels 
last  year.     This  was  a  decrease  of  nearly  39  per  cent. 

Exports  from  the  United  States  of  all  other  grains  show  a  big  de- 
crease over  the  exports  a  year  ago.     The  rye  exports  vvere  only  3,300,000 
bushels  as  compared  with  26,200,000  bushels  in  1322,  corn  exports  dropped 
from  53,700,000  bushels  in  1922  to  U, 500,000  bushels  in  I923. 

Canadian  exports  (domestic)  of  v;heat,  including  flour  amounted  to 
llJ-2, 000,  COO  bushels,  which  was  2,000,000  bushels  more  than  last  year  and 
50,000,000  bushels  more  than  the  domestic  exports  from  the  United  States 
for  the  five  months  ending  November,  1923. 

Exports  of  corn  from  Argentina  during  the  five  months  ending  Novem- 
ber, 1923,  amounted  to  60,000,000  bushels,  or  5,000,000  bushels  more  than 
last  year,  'whsle  exports  of  wheat  vvere  about  the  same  for  both  years  or 
approximately  ilO,000,000  bushels. 

British  India  exported  10,500,000  bushels  of  wheat,  including  flour, 
during  the  five  months  ending  November,  1923,  as  against  2,300,000  bushels 
in  1922,  or  a  little  more  than         2  times  as  much. 

Australia  exported  21,000,000  bushels  of  wheat  dtiring  the  five  months 
ending  November,  1925,  or  practically  twice  the  amount  exported  a  year  ago, 

EREIxTCH  POST  aE-OPE^D  TO  AMERICAN  mAT  EXTORTED  FROM  ENGLAND . 

By  a  recent  decision  of  the  French  Department  of  Agriculture,  the 
port  of  Boulogne- Eur -Mer  has  again  been  opened  to  exports  from  England  of 
American  smoked  and  salted  meats,  after  practically  having  been  closed  to 
this  trade  by  the  rigid  enforcement  of  French  anti-borax  laws  early  in  May 
of  this  yQ&Tj  according  to  a  report  by  Vice-Consul  Wm.  W,  Corcoran  located' 
at  that  port. 

Total  imports  of  salted  meat  at  Boulogne  for  tne  first  ten  months 
of  1923  have  amounted  to  790  tons,  the  bulk  of  which  was  of  American  ori- 
gin, and  consisted  largely  of  cheaper  grades  of  pork  cuts.    At  the  present 
time,  English  shipments  of  these  products  are  running  from  50  'co  100  tons 
monthly,  varying  somewhat  with  the  season  and  rfith  exchange  rates.  British 
firms  in  this  trade  are  going  to  considerable  e-ipense  to  adapt  American 
products  to  French  law  and  French  market  demanas,  and  their  coritrol  of  the 
salt  meat  business  in  this  particular  region  is  evidence  of  their  success.

Discrepancy  between  agricult-'oral  and  non-agricultiaral  prices  is 
"becoming  an  issue  in  Poland.     So  long  as  prices  of  non-agrj cultural 
products  lagged  liehind  cxirrency  depreciation,  corresponding  more  or  less 
with  agricultural  prices,   so  long,  too,  as  agrictiltural  taxes  fell  with 
depreciation  almost  zo  the  vanishing  point,  while  at  the  same  tr'me  avail- 
able supplies  of  foodstuffs  were  so  deficient  as  to  lead  to  governiiient 
restriction  of  exports,  the  condition  of  the  peasant  was  favorable 
enough  tn  make  it  possible  for  him  to  v/ipe  out  his  indebtedness  and  be- 
come relatively  prosperous. 

By  1921,  however,  domestic  production  had  become  sufficient  to 
meet  consumptive  demand.     Instead  of  removing  the  emergency  export  re- 
strictions, the  policy  has  since  been  deliberately  continued  with  the 
aim  of  maintaining  artificially  low  levels  of  living  costs. 

With  agricultural  prices  thus  arbitrarily  depreciated  and  non- 
agricultural  prices  adjusted  to  a  sliding  scale  which  moves  all  but  auto- 
matically with  currency  fluctuations,  ivith  agricultural  taxes  being  re- 
vived and  placed  on  a  gold  basis,  and  T/ith  an  excess  of  low-priced  farm 
products,  the  position  of  the  peasant  is  now  becoming  so  disadvantageous 
as  to  raise  the  issue  bet'^reen  the  agricultural  and  labor  classes  into 
political  prominence. 

The  depression  of  domestic  agricultural  prices  in  Poland  is  indi- 
cated by  the  following  comparison  of  prices  prevailing  on  the  Warsav^ 
Bourse  in  October,  1923,  with  prewar  prices.

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In  last  v/eek's  issue  of  Foiei^n  Crops  and  Iviarkets  attention 
was  ca-lled  to  the  fact  that  the  value  of  the  imports  of  agricultural 
products  into  the  United.  States  exceeded  the  esrports,  probably  for  the 
first  tinie  in  the  history  of  the  country.     This  situation  vras  due  in 
large  measiire  to  the  increase  in  the  imports  of  certain  corrjDodities 
particularly  silk,   sugar,  rubber,  wool  and  hides.    Wool  imports  for 
example  amounted  to  ^50,000,000  TDcunds  last  year  (July  1,  1922  to  ' 
June  30,  1923)  as  compared  v/ith  255,000,000  pounds  in  the  preceding 
year.     Imports  of  cattle  hides  increased  from  205,000,000  pounds  to 
^05,000,000  pounds.     Imports  of  silk  have  increased  from  the  pre-?;ar 
average,  1909--1913,  of  29,000,000  pounds  to  63,000,000  in  1922-23, 
and  rubber  from  the  pre-war  average  of  106,000,000  pounds  to  79S,- 
000,000  pounds.     These  figures  are  significant  as  indicating  a  gen- 
eral increase  in  the  purchasing  power  of  the  nation  and  the  develop- 
ment of  certain  industries  which  use  raw  materials  produced  in  other 
countries.     The  increase  in  imports  of  silk  may  be  attributed  both 
to  the  increase  in  the  purchasing  power  of  consumers  in  the  United 
States  and  to  high  prices  for  other  clothing  materials.     The  expan- 
sion of  the  automobile  industry  is  responsible  for  the  great  increase 
ia  the  imports  of  rubber.     The  volume  of  imports  of  silk,  sugar, 
rubber, and  coffee,  pre-war  average  I909-I3  and  annually  I91U-I922, 
are  given  below.
